® In EKISTICS 260, July 1977, the article “Photochemi- 
cal smog in Athens” (pp 23-26) was an abridged ver- 
sion of a paper submitted by D. Skiotis and C.G. Ga- 
gaoudaki. On page 23, second paragraph, the sentence 
“The effects of photochemical smog formation. .. car- 
diovascular diseases,” as shortened during editing was 
inadvertently rendered misleading. It should be re- 
placed by the following: “‘The use of this term does not 
only confuse laymen. An example of the confusion that 
this term can create among scientists can be found in 
the pages of one of the three reports' written in 1972 
by a committee established by the Greek government 
to study environmental problems in Greece. Under the 
heading “Nitrogen, its Oxides and Photochemical Re- 
actions,”’ a rather sketchy account of photochemical 
smog formation was given. To illustrate its effects on 
human health, reference was made to the case of smog 
in London which caused a significant increase in the 
mortality rate. (This happened in December 1952 and 
caused the death of 4,000 sufferers from respiratory 
and cardiovascular diseases). Thus two completely 
unrelated phenomena, namely, photochemical smog 
and “real” or London-type smog were confused as 
being one and the same thing in a scientific report.”
